DEMOCRACY AND LEGAL TENDER

Washington, Vettineie $.—(Special.)—James 
Cc. C. Black covered himself with glory in 
the house of representatives this morning. 
There was a big audience ‘present to witness 
the reassembling of the house. 

Mr. Black was the first speaker of the 
day. It was a set specch delivered with 
most oratorial effect, equa.ing the great 
effort that he made upon the occasion of 
the unveiling of the Ben Hill statue in At- 
lanta several years ago. Mr. Black spoke 
from side. 
He wore a simple black sack suit. When 
he started he attracted but little atten- 
tion, but in two minutes the house and gal- 
leries were all attention and for an hour 
and a half he held everything. 

His brief history of the financial doctrines 
of the various presidents, his wonderfully

popular vote 175,000 against 9,600,000 for 
Cleveland and Blaine. In 1888 Mr. Streater 
received 146,w0 votes against 10,900,000 for 
Cleveland and Harrison.

The attitude of the democratic party to- 
ward the legal tender theory engaged Mr. 
Black's attention for a time. He said ne 
found no support in any democratic plat- 
form, nor in the writings or speeches of 
democratic leaders of the past for the the. 
ory now insisted upon that this govern- 
ment shall enter upon the issue of treasury 
notes to be made legal tender. As to the 
decision by the supreme court he said it 
shocked the public conscience and was not 
in harmony with democratic ;doctrine. 

Quoting Daniel Webster. 

Mr. Black quottd the dissenting opinion 
of Justice Field in that case and an extract 
from a speech delivered by Webster in the 
senate in 1836 as expressing his views. Mr. 
Webster said: 

“Most unquestionably there is no legal 

nder, ang there can be no legal tender in 

country under the authority of this 
vernment, or any other, but gold and sil- 

, either the coinage of our mints or for- 
tign coins at rates regulated by congress.” 
The time has come, he said, when, if the 
very fabric of our institutions was to be 
maintained in its integrity we should re- 
turn to the safe requirements and limita- 
tions of the constitution. 

Mr. Black deprecated the passage of leg- 
islation in effort to relieve business de- 
pression or any financial! ills. Nothing ought 
to be done, he said, which would lead the 
people to think that every time they want- 
ea anything done to relieve ‘or improve 
their condition they could come to congress 
with confidence that what they asked would 


be granted.

WORK BEFORE CONGRESS. 


Enough to Keep It Very Basy Until 
the 4th of March. ; 

Washington, January 3.—Congress reas- 
sembled today after the holiday recess, 
and, it is presumed, the sessions will now 
continue right along unti] the 4th of March 
at noon. if the programme is to be car- 
ried out, much legislation will have to: be 
crowded into the fifty-one working days 
that still remain before the dissolution 
of the fifty-third congress. 

Nothing of importance will be done this 
week, Chances ere favorable for an ad- 
journment of the senate Friday until Mon- 
aay. Karly in the session the democrats 
held 4&2 caucus and decided to take action 
upon legislative subject$S involving the ad- 
mission of the territories of New 
and Arizona; 
untary bankruptcy act: 
resolution providing for an amendment to 
the constitution looking to the election of 
United States senators by the people; re- 
vision of the currency system, and the 
Nicaraguan canal bill. Of these only the 
last named has been considered, and, it 
still maintain the place of unfinished busi- 
ness. The bill may pass one house, but its 
warmest friends do not look for its enact- 
ment into a law by the affirmative action of 
both houses of congress at this session.

COINING THE GOLD. 


Instructions to Coin $22,900,000 of 
Bullion at the Philadelphia Mint. 
Philadelphia, Pa., January 3.--Director of 

the Mints Preston today instructed Super- 


intendent Townsend, of the Philadelphia | 


mint, to begin the coinage of $22,000,000 of 
gold bultion now stored in the mint and 
which is a part of the gold reserve. The 
gold will be coined intdé eagles and helt 
eagles and the work will occupy a month. 
The director stated that there is plenty 
Silver bullion in the mint to keep thein 
busy for five years if they started to coin 
it all. The metal is subject te the order 
of the secretary of the treasury and no 
Statement has been made regarding it. 
Because of the coinage of gold the expect- 
ed reorganization of the mint’s forces has 
been deferred for about a mouth. At the 
expiration of that time, Director Preston 
will reduce the number of employs, 
wherever possible ,so as to bring the ex- 
penses of the institution within the gov- 
ernment’s appropriation. 


BANK STATEMENT 


About’ Southern Railway Consolidat- 
ed Mortgage Ronds. 

New York, January 3.—A circular contain- 
ing many facts of interest relative to the 
Southern Railway Company ana its secur- 
ities has been issued by Spencer, Trask & 
Co., the bankers. This firm is placing 
Some of the first consolidated mortgagé 
bonds of the Southern Railway Company, 
and the circular explains that the bonds, 
will, in due course of time, become a_first 
lien upon the 6,500 miles of road. The 
bonded rate per mile is about $22,000. The 
fixed charge requirements of the new com- 
pany for the current fiscal years are only 
$4,100,00, which is about one-half of the ag- 
gregate requirements of the roads now in 
the Southern system for the year previous. 
For the four months up to the Ist of last 
November, the net revenue was $486,000 
larger than last year.

FLAGLER CAN STAY 


Mitchell Recalls His Approval of the 
Texas Requisition Papers. 


HE YIELDS 70 TE STRONG PRESSURE 


Florida’s Governor Reconsiders and 
Does the Proper Thing. 


HOGG MUST MAKE OUT A BETTER CASE 


Friends of the Standard Oil King and of 
the Governor Worried ths Old Gen 
tleman Badly and He Retracted.

Tallahassee, Fla., January 3.—(Special.)— 
Governor Mitchell has made a square back- 
down. Late this afternoon he issued the 
following order under the great seal of the 
state of Floridd: 
“Tallahassee, 1895—It 


Fla., January 3, 


| having been made to appear that Henry 


M. Flagler, for whose arrest a warrant 


| was issued on the 22d day of December, 


1894, on the request of the governor of 
Texas, charging said Flagler with unlaw- 
tully entering into a conspiracy against 
trade in that state, is not a fugitive from 
the justice of the state of Texas, it is 
hereby ordered that such warrant issued 
by me as aforesaid, be and the same is 
hereby revoked, annulled and _ recalled, 
without prejudice, however, to the right 
of the governor of Texas if he shall so 
desire to show that said Flaglér is in 
fact a fugitive from justice from that 
state.’’ 

Much surprise is expressed here tonight 
at this action of Governor Mitchell, for his 
proverbial stubbornness was expected to 
assert itself in this instance. 

Had to Yield to Pressure. 

There is no doubt, however, that the 
governor was forced to yield to the tre- 
mendous pressure which has been brought 
to bear upon him during the past ten 
days. He could not stand the ridicule of 
the whole country on the top of all the 
personal and corporation influence. He 
did not much relish being called an “ass” 
either, and altogether he has been a most 
unhappy man ever since he ate hig Christ- 
mas dinner at his old home in Tampa. A 
hundred times a day, it is said, he has 
been reminded by telegrams and letters 
from the political bosses of his faction that 
he owes his position as governor to the 
friends of Mr. Flagler, that he was elected 
to do just as he was bidden by the Flagler 
interest and that it is base ingratitude 
for him to turn the man of millions over 
to the mercies of the Texas Hogg. These 
things have been dinned into the governor's 
ears until he is in a very perturbed state 
of mind. The governor prides himself on 
never taking the back track and on main- 
taining his opinions though the whole world 
should vote him wrong. Any man who has 
ever played whist with Governor Mitchell 
ean testify that he is one of the stubborn- 
est of men. 

He Was Worried. 

To use a2 common phrase, the governor is 
bullheaded. He has frequently boasted 
of the fact that his policy was to hew 
to the line, let the chips fall where they 
may. In view of this record of the gov- 
ernor, any one can see what a position 
the honored chief magistrate was in. In 
granting the requisition while he was at

Flagler was a fugitive from justice in 
Texas, he honored the extradition papers 
just as-he would have done had the subject 
been a free lunch counter fiend instead of 
a member of the Standard Oil trust, a 
railway magnate and the owner of many 
palatial hotels in Florida. But when 
the friends cf Mr. Flagler and all the po- 
litical friends of the governor joined forces 
and broke for him all in a bunch the old 
man was badly rattled. For the past three 
days he is said to have eaten almost noth- 
ing, nor could he sleep at night. 
An Embarrassing Position. 

He was in a state closely bordering on 
nervous prostration, so a south Florida 
business man said, who saw the governor 
yesterday. ‘‘l actually pitied him. He was 
in dire straits. He did not want to offend 
the friends of Mr. Flagler, who say they 
are his (Mitchell’s) friends, nor did he 
want to go back on his record and recede 
from a position once taken, Then, too, 
Governor Mitchell did not at all relish the 
insinuations that he wag elected by Mr. 
Flagier and his friends, and that if he 
did’ not revoke the extradition papers he 
would be guilty of ingratitude. Governor 
Mitchell likes to flatter himself that he is 
boss of Florida and it hurts his self-re- 
spect for the politicians to be intimating 
that he must do ag they say. So, you see, 
Governor Mitchell was between the devil 
and the deep blue sea in this Flagler 
matter. These persistent friends even re- 
minded the covernor that a United States 
senator was to be elected by Florida 
shortly and that if he would be a good boy

Under these circumstances it is hardly 
to be wondered at that the old gentleman 
tindily yielded and revoked the warrant. it 
ig predicted here tonight that Governor 
liogg will submit proofs that Mr. Flagler 
is technically a fugitive from Texas justice 
and again demand that the governor of 
Florida turn him over to the custody of 
the Lone Star State for trial. 


MUNICIPAL REFORM. 


New Yerk Chamber of Commerce 
Hears the Report of Its Committee. 
New York, January $.—At a regular 

meeting of the chamber of commerce today 
the report of the special committee on 
municipal reform concerning an investiga- 
tion by the legislature of all departments 
of the city of New York was submitted 
by Charles Stewart Smith. 

The committee requests that the Lexow 
committee be continued until January 1, 
1896, with power to investigate any and 
all of the departments of this city; that 
special. powers should be given this com- 
mittes to compel the attendance of wit- 


' nesses and to punish for contempt, and 


that the grand jury in the court of oyer 
and terminer, now impaneled, should up- 
hold the indictments of all public officers 
who have been guilty of corrupt miscon- 
duct in office. The report also says: 


ny 
| lists have been tampered with and justice 


has not been done. Public contracts are 
awarded to a few favored contractors, 
while, as a rule, the departments are filled 
with employes appointed at the dictation 
of political bosses, and of a class of men 
ignorant of their duties. Thousands of 
men are upon the pay rolis of the various 
departments who practically db no work.”’ 

The committee believes that an examina- 
tion by special grand juries will not alone 
answer the purpose. The removal of the 
heads of departments to be replaced with 
better men will not suffice. Wholesale re- 
movals will not suffice, though necessary. 
Wholesale punishment must follow until 
it has drawn into the meshes of the law, 
not only the corrupt officials, Dut the corrupt 
contractor as well. Blackmail @nd bribery 
must stop. In all.of this work the legisla- 
ture should do its part. 

In conclusion the committee offer resolu- 
tions recognizing the vaiue of the work 
done by the Lexow committee @nd thank- 
ing them for the faithful maner in which 
they performed their duties and extend 
their thanks to John W. Goff and his as- 
sistants for the able and effective manner 
in which the evidence was prepared and 
laid before the public.

ough study of the public offices, to deter- 
mine what portions ought to be preserved 
in the interest of the city and prepare a 
plan for their management. 


HAS NOT CONSIDERED IT. 


The President Does Not See Anything 
to Justify an Extra Session. 


Washington, January 3.—A number of the 
democratic members of the sen- 
ate finance committee, at a confer- 
ence this afternoon deeided that they would 
endeavor to put on to the urgency deficiency 
bill a rider in the shape of a repeal of the 
free alcohol clause of the new tariff act. 
The subject is being quietly discussed and 
republicans were sounded as to their feel- 
ing in regard to the matter. It is under- 
stood that the committee has been urged 
to effect the repeal of this law, if possible, 
and energetic efforts in that direction are 
being made. The republican leaders de- 
cline to commit themselves, but it is un- 
derstood that they will oppose any attempt 
to revive the tariff agitation, and will not 
permit amendments, however small. It is 
authortatively stated this afternoon that 
President Cleveland has not considered the 
question of an extra session; that he does 
not believe one to be necessary, and that 
there is nothing in the condi- 
tion of the country that will 
necessarily justify an extra session. The 
authority for this statement is a member 
of congress, who talked with the president 
upon this subject today. This gentleman 
thinks that the revenues, consequent upon 
the collection é6f the income tax, the sugar 
tax, ’&and from other sources, will, within 
a few months, give the treasury department 
a comfortable working surplus. He thinks 
it not improbable that Secretary Carlisle 
may be compelled to make another sale of 
probably $50,000,000 of bonds, \but tha® when 
this shall have been done the condition o? 
the treasury will be so improved that no 
further trouble need be apprehended. The 
gentleman in question, while not approving 
the Carlisle banking bill, will vote for it, 
but says that its failure to become a law 
need not cause any appretrension. 

“We have struggled along,” he said, “for 
a quarter of a century und@r the present 
law, and we can manage ‘to exist under it 
comfortably until the next congress comes 
together at its proper time, and enacts 
another law to succeed it.” 

The treasury department is informed 
that $300,000 in gold has been withdrawn 
from the New York subtreasury for ship- 
ment to Canidad. This reduces the gold re- 
serve to $83,494,032. 

Judge McComas this afternoon sustained 
the position of the United States district 
attorney in the Howgate case, holding thai 
the three new indictments found against 
Captain Howgate, ex-chief of the signal 
service, for forgery and embezzlement, 
were not barred by the statute of limita- 
tions. The trial of the cases on their merits 
was set for January 21st.

THIEVES KILL A POLICEMAN. 


Officer Duddles Shot Through the 


Head by Thuags. 

Chicago, January 4.—The thieves who have 
been terrorizing the residents of the north 
side for the last month by robberies, shoot- 
ing and burglaries, added another to their 
list of crimes by killing Poiice Officer Ted 
Duddles last night. Two men were bur- 
glarizing the home of August Lundvaller, 
a druggist, when his wife, who had been 
visiting, returned and caught the robbers 
in the hall. She screamed and one of 
the robbers pointed a revolver at her and 
she fainted. Then the robbers made for 
the street. a 

Officer Duddles came upon fhe scene at 
that time and was fired at. The bullet went 
wild, but before he could use pis revolver 
another bullet struck him in the temple. 
He fell to the sidewalk and died in a few 
minutes. The burglars made their escape 
but were recognized as John Carey and 
Laly, two notorious thugs. About a half 
hour afterwards they were seen at Goose 
island, where they fired at two officers, then 
jumped over a viaduct and disappeared, 


BEATEN BY NEWSBOYS. 


Business Manager Norris of the Post- 
Dispatch Roughly Handled. 

St. Louis, Mo., January 3.—Business Man- 
ager James Norris, of The Post-Dispatch 
was badly beaten by a mob of newsboys 
tonight. January ist there was a reduction 
in the price of papers. The Post-Dispatch 
refused papers to the boys who continued 
the nickel rgte for the three afternoon 
papers and a tight boycott was declared 
against the paper. 

A howling mob of boys gathered in fron 
of the boycotted office and interfered with 
its business. Norris came out of the office 
and tried to run the boys away. He was 


“surrounded by a mob of fifty, who liter- 


ally tore off his clothing. He was knocked 
down, dragged under a wagon and kicked. 
This all happened in five minutes. 

Mr. Norris was rescued by policemen and 
taken to his hotel. Three leaders of the 
gang were arrested. Stealing papers 
seems to have been the part of a ruse to 
get Mr. Norris out of the office. 


Arrest of Postal Robbers. 

Washington, January 3.—The chief post- 
office inspector is in receipt of a telegram 
from Houston, Tex., annoyncing the arrest 
of Jim Martin.

TRYING 10 G:T A DEMOGRATIC CAUCUS 


Legislators Are Being Urged to Hurry to 
the Capital and Prepare ior the Organ- 
ization of ihe General Assembly. 


Nashville, Tenn., January 3.--(Special.)— 
The political situation was enlivened today 
by the advent of H. Clay Evans and a 
number of leading republican lawyers. 

Among these were W. M. Rand ¢4¥y,. of 
Memphis; Congressman-elect Henry R, Gib- 
son and Jesse L. Rogers of Knoxville; 
Congressman-elect Foster N. Brown and 
Judge Lewis Shepherd, of Chattanooga. 

These gentlemen spent the greater part 
of the day looking -over the evidence that 
has been secured with which they will 
combat the democratic evidence of fraud, 
and in discussing plans and possibilities. 

Mr. Evans was very cautious in an inter- 
view with The Constitution’s correspondent 
tonight, saying that he would be guided by 
his attorneys’ advice in meeting the devel- 
opments of the situation. They were await- 
ing the unfolding of the democratic plans. 
He was not here as a contestant, but simply 
here to take the office to which the pedple of 
fennessee had elected him. Mr. Evans 
went home tonight but will return Monday. 

Every indication now points to an excit- 
ing and sensational contest over the gov- 
ernorship. As he stated several days ago, 
Governor Turney is confident that he was 
fairly elected by the legal voters of the 
state and is not the man to give up any- 
thing to which he thinks .he is entitled. 
Nearly one-half of the democratic mem- 
bers of the house are now here, and more 
than half of the democratic senators. The 
wires are being freely used in an effort to 
get all the democrats here by tomorrow 
night, in order that caucuses may. be had 
Saturday.

* He Announces That He Is a Candidate 


for the Sendte. 


St. Paul, Minn.,January 3.—Covernor Nel- 
son today threw a bomb into the senatorial 
race in the shape of an announcement that 
he himself is a candidate for the seat now 
occupied by Senator Washburn. Nelson 
says he enters the list because of a vicious 
attack made upon him on Monday by The 
Minneapolis Tribune. Governor Nelson be- 
lieves this attack was inspired by Wash- 
burn. When the latter heard of Nelson’s 
candidacy he hurried to the capitol and into 
the presence of the governor and began 
with the request that the governor give 
Washburn’s cause a boost. The governor 
replied: 

“Last night I made up my mind to de- 
clare myself.’’ Washburn expressed sur- 
prise’ and referred to the Alebert Lea 
speech, to the numerous letters to him, 
saying that he (Nelson) would not be a 
candidate and to the impression which 
Nelson had allowed to go over the state 
before the election that he was not a 
candidate. 

“I never said that I would support you,” 
said Nelson. 

“Very true,”’ replied Washburn, “but you 
said that you would not be a candidate 
against me, and in a letter told me thkt 
you would lay no obstacle in my path.” 

Nelson admitted that he had made that 
statement in a letter and thus began to 
talk about the way in which the newspa- 
pers had been abusing him. 

“But I am not responsible for the news- 
papers,’’ said the senator, “In fact, they 
have not been under my control at all. 
Much that they have said I do not en- 
dorse.”" 

“But you don’t imagihe do you,” broke 
in the governor, “that you have a pre- 
scriptive right to the place?’ 

“Of course not, but I do gay as far as 

you are concerned I have a prescriptive 
right.” : 
‘ Nelson then told Washburn;sto go to a 
warm place and turned his back. During 
the morning Congressman McCleary dr- 
rived from Washington and announced his 
candidacy.

McBRIDE’S MANIFESTO. 


He Denounces Hayes and Sovereign. 
Some Extracts Given. 

Columbus, O., January 3.—Follow are 
extracts from the defiant manifesto Sec- 
retary McBride, of the United Mine Work- 
ers against the Knights of Labor: 

“On September 7th, I forwarded creden- 
tials received from Hayes to McBride, 
Watchorn, Penn., and Wilson. 

“McBride sent in the credentials as mem- 
bers of the labor assembly 1,932. On Og¢- 
tober 20th the gang matured their plans 
to keep out the miners, so Sovereign noti- 
fied us that the charter of Labor Assemb'y 
1932 was revoked; that the board so decid- 
ed at the Buffalo meeting. I believe this 
statement to be untrue. If not,. why did 
Sovereign wait from the beginning of Sep- 
tembe to tne latter eud ot Uctuber Bb ivre 
he notified this office? Why did not Penn- 
sylvania bring that order on as well as

Hayes and carried out by Sovereign. “Keep 
out McBride and Pennsylvania, and the 
miners will be reduced to two delqgates. 
Their reasons will be made plain, and it 
shows the gang had counted noses before 
they went to New Orleans. 

‘To the horror of Hayes & Co., six min- 
ers went to New Orleans, so that no matter 
what two were kept out, 135 would still have 
four delegates upon he fioor. 

‘The miners’ aelegates went before the 
committee on credentials in New Orleans, 
who informed them they could not tell 
them how many delegates they were enti-

was sent for, but refused to give any in- 
formation. They asked if there were any 
changes or protests against the miners. 
The committee said they knew of none. 
The miners’ delegates left their credentials 
and withdrew. 4 

“Brother Watchorn, in the presence of 
James Campbell, of the Window Glass 
Workers, demanded from Hayes how long 
he was going to be kept out of his right 
to a seat in the general assembly. ‘ 

‘‘Hayes replied he did not give a damn for 
rights; that right or wrong Watchorn could 
not sit in the general assembly if he could 
prevent it. 

‘“To the miners the question is momenf- 
ous. 

“They must remain solid as at present. 
Remember no man is asked to leave the 
Knights of Labor, but ail are requested to 
hold fast to their assemblies, advocate the 
principles of the order and be ready to take y 
part in its reorganization. 

“To the tirades of Sovereign, Hayes & 
Co., I have this answer: 

“Come one, come all to the next meeting 
of N. T. A. 155. We will not confine you 
to ninety minutes or to any time. We will 
divide the floor with you and let the rep- 
resentatives decide who is in the right, 
you or us.” 


IT WAS AGAINST TE 2 HUNS 


And Not the Seale That the Home- 
stead Men Kicked. 
Homestead, Pa., January 3.—The trouble 
last night at the Homestead steel works, 
of the Carnegie company, was caused more 
particulatly on “account of a number of 
Hungarians having been assigned to that’ 
department than it was by the reduced 
wage scale. The regular crew in the .l19- 
inch mill refused to work with the Hun- 
garians and quit. The fact remains, how- 
ever, that the men were able to earn but 
60 cents for their day’s work. This was 
because the mill was not worked to its 
capacity and not on account of the fault 
in the wage scale. This morning the 150 
men, comprising the day crew in the ld- 
inch mill also quit work. Superintendent 
Schwab guaranteed the strikers certain 
wages each week, whether the mills work 
to their capacity or not and the men re- 
turned to work.

Had Mr. Cleveland the patronage which 
was in his hands eighteen months ago he 
could vote four-fifths of these defeated 
ores as he would and could cause the pass- 
age of a currency measute through con- 
gress, just as he did the unconditional re- 
peal of the Sherman law. But, unfortunate- 
ly, the president has but few good fat of- 
fices remaining. He cannot provide for 
the defeated ones. They know it; therefore, 
they are not. willing to lend him a helping 
hand. They are out for the stuff, and un- 
less they get it they will not play in the 
game. The outlook is dark. 

It's a Mad Stampede. 

Though the democratic party is in a 
state of disruption, there are quite a num- 
ber of senators and representatives who 
are endeavoring to stop the stampede and 
round up the herd again. They are working 
at it with the vigor of an old and experi- 
enced «<owboy. The difficulty in the way is 
the two extreme financial views held by 
the conflicting elements of the democratic 
party. 3 

There is an element in the party, and a 
very large one, which declares that there 
shall be no financial or currency legislation 
unless it be accompanied by a provision 
for the free @inage of silver. 

The other wing is in favor of issuing 
bords to rétire all the greenbacks and for 
the government to have no outstanding 
currency except gold and silver—all other 
currency to be issued, as at present, by 
national banks and based upon government 
bonds. 

These two elements are wide apart, and 
there seems no hope of either going to 
the other, 

Asguin, each of these two wings of the 
party is likewise divided and there are dif- 
ferent and conflicting views entertained 
within each. For instance the western sil- 
ver men believe in the free coinage of sil- 
ver and the redemption of outstanding gov- 
ernment notes and securities in silver. They 
are opposed to any currency except that is- 
sued by the government itself. On the oth- 
er hand the southern men, as a rule, want 
the. free coinage of silver with silver as a 
money of final redemption on an equality 
with gold. This they want accomplished 
with the repeal of the state bank tax in or- 
der that state banks may issue currency 
under the laws providell by the separate 
states. Then, in the details of their re- 
spective views, there is much division, In- 
deed there are almost as many varieties of 
opinion and views as there are states. 


Mr. Carlisle’s Job. 

The eastern element of the democratic 
party will never agree to anything that 
will rule out bonds as a basis of currency 
for national banks; nor will they agree to 
any legislation favorable to silver. The 
eastern men are against the Carlisle plan 
in any one of its amended shapes. The 
western men are against it, but for differ- 
ent reasons. The southern men would ac- 
cept it because it contains a practical re- 
peal of the state bank tax. That is the 
main feature which attracts them. But 
they cannot pass it and at present the 
prospects of the various elements of the 
party getting together on anything practi. 


Cal are very slight. 


Then there is a feeling on the part of 
the ma&mbers of the house that even should 
the houSe pass a currency bill it could nev- 
er get through the senate and‘it would sim- 
ply stand put before the country as the ac- 
tion of thé house, subject to adverse criti- 
ci.m from all quarters. They think this 
would do the party in the house mote harm 
than the failure to adopt anything. 

Thus, at present, everything is chaotic. 
Mr. Cleveland's message, if it be firm and 
ringing, as it is advertised to be, might 
possibly bring about action, but there are 
few who believe it.. His threat to call an 
extra session of the next congress will have 
little effect. There are many democrats 
who would prefer that the republican con- 
gress struggle with this financial question. 
They believe it a mess which no party can 
handle successfully, They therefore prefer 
to let the republicans struggle with it and 
aliow them to be held responsible for the 
good or eyil effects of what they do by the 
country. 

The East Is for Bonds. 

Mr. Caflisle has cast aside all other busi- 
ness and is engaged in nothing at present 
but urging action on his bill by congress. 
He was at the capitol today and will proba- 
bly be there every day until something is 
dcne, or until a yote demonstrates that 
nothing can pass. It is just possible that 
Mr. Carlisle will be invited into the demo- 
cratic caucus to make a speech on the sub.

It was a gala day for the diplomatic corps 
and the army and navy people, afl of whom 
apreared in their gay and gandy uniforms, 
which set well upon their polished man- 
ners. 

Inside the white house was beautifully 
decorated and Mrs. Cleveland was assisted 
in the reception by the-most beautiful wo- 
men of Washington official society, cos- 
tumed in the latest creations of the most 
fashionable modistes. Among the most 
conspicwous. and, attractive of these and. 
perhaps the most elegantly costumed was 
Mrs. Morehead, of Charlotte, who has be- 
come one of the leaders of the sccial realm. ,. 
She is one of the most brilliant and attrac- 
tive of southern women in Washington and 
at the diplomatic corp, cabinet and other 
entertainments, proves herself to be among 
She en- 
tertains elaborately in her beautiful apart- 
ments at the Shoreham. 

Among those who received with Mrs. 
Cleveland none wera more popular than 
Georgia’s representatives in the persons of 
Miss Jackson, of Atlanta, and Miss Crisp 
and Miss Felder, of Americus. 

Everybody enjoys a New Year's reception 
at the white hovse except the president and 
Mrs. Cleveland. This time Mrs. Carlisle 
was included. The callers passed from the 
red room through the blue room and into 
the east room; thence out. At the door of 
the blue room stood Mr. Cleveland. Next 
him was Mrs. Cleveland. Then Mrs. Car- 
lisie. As you passed through you first 
shoak the hand “of the president, then of 
Mrs. Cleveland and then of Mrs. Carlisle, 
bowing to the ladies who stood behind 
the line as you were urged to move along 
by the attendants. Of course you were 
rushed through in haste to make room for 
the thousands following.

IN THE SENATE. 


Forty Senators in Their Seatse When 
Called to Order. 

Washington, January 3—Forty senators 
were in their seats when the senate was 
called to order at noon, the vice president 
in the chair. 

Mr. Sherman reported the Lodge resolu- 
tion, requesting the president to transmit 
to the senate all papers relating to the de- 
l.very, by the United Siates consul at Shang- 
hai, of two Japanese citizens to the Chi- 
nese authorities; and to inform the serfate 
whether those two Japanese were put to 
death. The resolution was agreed to. 

Among the bills introduced and referred 
was one by Mr. George,. to prevent the 
hoarding of coin in the treasury, subtreas- 
uries or any other national depositories, to 
amend the laws relating to national banks:

During the morning hour there was a 
somewhat amusing discussion of the resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Allen, populist, of Ne.

“5. To provide for the extinguishment of 
all existing contracts between the Mari- 
time Canal Company and any other persons 
or corporation, except the concessions 
which it owns from Costa Rica and Nicara- 
gua, and for the payment of ali its debts 
and obligations of every sort, under the ex- 
amination and to the satisfaction of the 
secretary of the treasury before any bonds 
can be issued by the company or endorsed 
by the United States. 

“6. To provide a board of three inspec- 
tors, to be selected by the president of the 
United States, to examine into and report 
upon all the surveys, work, expenditures 
and contracts for work each quarter of the 
year, as the work progresses, and to cek 
tify that the work has been faithfully per- 
formed; its measurement, value and cost, 
before any bonds can be issued; and to pro- 
vide for regulations by the secretary of 
the treasury for the control of.such mat- 
ters, and also to provide for the selectron 
by the president of a board of three engin- 
eers—one from the army, one from tne 
navy and one from civil life-—to act under 
his orders and at his discretion, to make 
any examination of the country, the canal, 
the surveys or the progress and character 
of the work that he may desire to have 
made, either preliminary to the beginning 
of the work on the canal, or at any time 
during its progress. 

“? To provide that the president should 
have power to suspend the issue of en- 
dersed bonds by the company at any time 
prior to the Ist day of July, 1897. 

“8 To pay the present Maritime Canal 
Company for their concessions and for the 
survey and for the work that jhas been 
done. 

‘9. This amendment cannot take effect 
until all these conditions and provisions 
have been complied with, and until the 
provisions of the bill have been accepted 
by the present company organization.”

Washington, January 3.—The president 
today sent to the senate a full report of the 
Bluefields affair, comprising all the cor- 
respcndence relating to the subject which 
has passed in the last two years, making a 
formidable document of over 600 pages. It 
shows that the administration has practi- 
cally succeeded in settling one of the most 
annoying international questions that has 
perplexed this government for about fifty 
years and to the settlement of which some 
of the ablest statesmen of the United 
States, including Clayton, Marcy, Cass, 
Seward, Froh, Evarts, Blaine. Frelinghuy- 
sen and Bayard, devoted their best efforts. 
The report by Secretary Gresham, covering 
the correspondence and submitted today, 
Shows that the Mosquitoes have finally been 
completely incorporated under a Nicara- 
guan sovereignty and Great Britain has 
absolutely surrendered all claims to the 
protection of the territory and recognized 
the “‘paramount sovereignty of the govern- 
ment of Nicaragua.”’

Services at "se. Mary's Cathedral at 
Halifax Yesterday. 


Halifax, N. S., January 3.--All the hom- 
age earth can beStow has been paid to the 
mortal remains of Canada’s late premier, 
and his body was today committed to its 
tomb. The services at St. Mary’s cathedral 
were the most solemnSy impressive ey-r 
seen or heard in Canada, and were a fitting 
termination of the obsequies held in Great 
Britian by deriction of the queen and im- 
perial government. The weather today was 
beautifully fine, and from a very early 
hour the principal ‘thoroughfares of the 


city were thronged with people desirous of. 
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obtaining a view of the procession. Many 
wore memorial badges and nearly all were 
attired in black. Public and private build- 
ings were heavily draped in mourning and in 
nearly all trademen’s widows were pictures 
of the late premier. Thousands of strangers 
from all parts of Canada were present. 
Among the visitors were members of parlia- 
ment, judges and other high officials. 

Early this morning the body was conveyed 
privately from the council chamber, where 
it had been lying in state, to St. Mary’s 
cathedral and placed in front of the altar. 
Accompanying the casket were wreaths 
presented by the queen and her representa- 
tives in Canada.

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Points About Extradition. 

The governor. of New York knew what 
he was about when he refused to sur- 
render Mr. Flagler to the Texas author- 
ities, and the governor of Florida was 
wrong in pursuing the opposite course. 

The second section of article 4 of the 
constitution of the United States says 
that “a person charged in any state 
with treason, felony or other crime, who 
shall flee from justice and be found in 
another’ state, shall, on the demand of 
the executive authority of the state from 
which he fled, be delivered up to be re- 
moved to the state having jurisdiction 
of the crime.” 

Section 5278 of-the Revised Statutes 
is as follows: 

Whenever the executive authority of any 
State or territory demands any person as 
a fugitive from justice of the executive au- 
thority of any state,or territory to which 
such person has fled, and shall produce a 
copy of an indictment found or atfidavit 


.made before a magistrate of any state or 
territory, charging the person demanded 
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with having committed treason, felony or 
Other crime, certified as authentic by the 
governor or chief magistrate of the state or 
territory from whence the person. s0 
charged has fied, it shall be the duty of 
the executive authority of the state or ter- 
ritory to which such person has fied to 
cause him to be arrested and secured, and 
cause notice of the arrest to be given to the 
executive authorty making such demand, 
or to the agent of such authority appointed 
to receive the fugitive, and to cause the 
fugitive to be delivered to such agent when 
he shall appear. 

A close reading of these two extracts 
makes it plain that the person extradit- 
ed must be a fugitive from justice who 
has fled from the state demanding his 
arrest. Now Mr. Flagler is not a fugi- 
| tive from justice. He has not fled from 
Texas, because he was never in that 
state. The most important element of 
-an extradition case is, therefore, lack- 
ing,. and. Gevernor Mitchell has. acted ; 
properly in revoking the warrant for 
Mr. Flagler’s extradition.

. Without a Parallel. 

Some months ago Mr. Hall, standing 
on North Carolina soil, shot and killed 
Mr. Bryson, whe was standing in 
Tennessee, just across the state line. 

Hall was tried and convicted in North 
Carolina. On appeal this was reversed 
because “in contemplation of law” Hall 
was in Tennessee, where his victim was 
killed. He was then arrested as a fu- 
gitive from justice. The judge of the 
circuit court refused to order his dis- 
charge, but on appeal the supreme court 
decided thaf he must be discharged be- 
cause he was not in Tennessee when 
the’ killing’ was done. A Raleigh spe- 


cial says: 

Justice Clark dissents (Justice McRae 
joining in the dissent) on the ground that 
if, in contemplation of law, Hall was in 
Tennessee at the time of the killing, so 
that he cannot be tried in North Carolina, 
in the same contemplation of law he must, 
be a fugitive from justice, for he cannot 
new be found in Tennessee, but in 
North Carolina. He Says: “If a 
-mob occupying the Jersey side of 
the Hudson should shell the city of New 
York, or from the opposite side of the 
Delaware shoulgG cannonade Philadelphia, 
under the decision of the court they would 
be liable to no punishment in New Jersey 
because ‘in contemplation of law’ the mobs 
were in New York and Pennsylvania. Bgt 
if it is true, as contended by counsel, that 
the. members of the mob cannot be extra- 
dited because the mob was never in those 
cities, it would béa singular state of things 
and would place these cities, as well as 
Savannah, Memphis, St. Louis, Louisville, 
Cincinnati and hundreds of other border 
towns at the mercy of any mob which 
might assemble with weapons of long range 
across the state line. 

“Civilized man must recoil from the prac- 
tical ruling that the territory adjacent. to 
the state boundaries ts a “no ma@n’'s land,” 
and that murder is privileged if committed 
across a state line.’’ 

The two dissenting judges were 
guided by common sense and justice, 
but the other three judges stuck to the 
strict letter of the law.

Crimes of Last Year. 

In 1894, in this country, there were 
4,912 suicides, an increase of nearly 500 
over the suicides of the year previous. 

Last year 9,800 persons died by vio- 
lence, 3,285 more than in ’ninety-three. 
Only 152 persons were hanged, and 
ninety-one of these were in the south, 
most of them being negroes, 

There were 190 lynchings last year, 
166 of them being in the south, accord- 
ing to The Chicago Tribune’s record. 
The total is smaller than that of ’ninety- 
three. which was smaller than that of 
the year before. 

The Tribune also gives these startling 
figures: 

The embezzleménts and defalcations in 
the United States during the last year 
amount to the largest total of any year 
Since 1878, when, The Tribune began re- 
porting them in annual summary. The 
aggregate is $25,234,122, being 26 per cent 
greater than the $19,929,692 reported for 1893, 
and 14 per cent greater than the $22,154,000 
reported for 1884, which was the largest 
Since 1878 till it was surpassed last year. 
The number of embezzlements was 629. Of 
these 44 were for sums more than $50,000 
and less“than $100,000 each, 37 for more than 
$100,000 and less than $600,000 each, 4 for 
more than $500,000 and less than a million 
each, and 4 each of which exceeded a 
million dollars. The largest month’s reeord 
in the year was the $4,600,000 of August, 
and the smallest the $677,047 for October. 
The greatest aggregate of embezzlements 
for any one state was the $9,147,379 for New 
York, and the least reportéd was the $2,500 
for Florida, but the record is clear for 
Nevada, Arizona, the District of Columbia 
and South Carolina. 

The amount embezzled last year was 
the largest ever reported in our history, 
and it would seem that the penalties of 
the law no longer frighten those who 
are tempted or driven to steal. 

Altogether, it is a pretty black record, 
but there some comfort in The 
Tribune’s statement that for three years 
past. the number of hangings has 
steadily grown smaller.

WILL NOT INCREASE IT. 


The Report Denied That the Beer Tax 
Was to Be Raised. 

Washington, January 3,—Leading mem- 
bers of the house committee on ways and 
means deny the report that a bill will soon 
be reported from that committee increasing 
the tax on beer from $i to $2 a barrel, A 
suggestion to this effect was made while 
the Wilson tariff bill was in process of in- 
cubation, but the brewers opposed it on the 
ground that beer was the ‘poor man’s 
drink.” and ought not, therefore, to be in- 
creased in price, The committee, generally, 
favored the proposition, but it was felt 
that revenues provided by the bill would be 
sufficient to meet the expenditures of the 
government and that an increased tax on 
beer was unnecessary. 

Secretary Carlisle and Assistant Secretary 
Hamlin gave a hearing today to New York 
sugar importers, who desire a change in the 
statements contained in invoiced imported 
sugar so a® to make the value of invoiced 
sugar correspond with subsequent polari- 
scopic tests. The difficutly in making the 
practice conform to the law was discussed 
in an off-hand way for two hours and at the 
conclusion a better understanding of the 
matter was shown to exist on both sides. 
Secretary Carlisle said he was disposed to 
do everything he could to smooth over the 
difficulties complained of. He promised to 
give the subject grave consideration and if | 
it was possible to adjust the matter with- 
out congressional legislation, he would ao it. 

Among those present were Representative 
Coombs, of Brooklyn, N. Y.; Mr. Mosle, of 
New York; Mr. Farr, of New York; Assis- 
tant Appraiser Rose, of New York, and 
Examiner Jacobs, of New York. 

The falling off in revenues, as shown-by 
coliegtions for four months under the new 
tariff law, has attracted the watention of 
senators, and there appears to be a move- 
ment on foot to do something that will, in 
a measure at least, correct this evil. Sena- 
tor Jones, of Arkansas, has revived discus- 
sion of the proposition he advanced during 
the consideration of the tariff bill in com- 
mittee, and hopes to see the law amended 
in the internal revenue feagure so as to 
increase the tax on beer from $1 to $2 per 
barrel. This action would at once increase 
the revenues by $30,000,000 per year. 

Mr. Jones is earnestly in favor of this 
proposition, and the matter is being quietly 
discussed among democratic senators. The 
proposition looking to this end in the 
near future is mot among the improbabili- 
ties.

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Points About Extradition. 


The governor of New York knew what 
he was about when he refused to sur- 
render Mr. Flagler to the Texas author- 
ities, and the governor of Florida was 
wrong in pursuing the opposite course. 

The second section of article 4 of the 
constitution of the United States says 
that “a person charged in any state 
With treason, felony or other crime, who 
shall flee from justice and Be found in 
another state, shall, on the demand of 
the executive authority of the state from 
which he fled, be delivered up to be re- 
moved to the state having jurisdiction 
of the crime.” 

Section 5278 of the Revised Statutes 
is as follows: 

Whenever the executive authority of any 
State or territory demands any person as 
a fugitive from justice of the executive au- 
thority of any state,or territory to which 
Such person has fled, and shall produce a 
eopy of an indictment found or atfidavit 
made before a magistrate of any state or 
territory, charging the person demanded 
with having committed treason, felony or 
other crime, certified as authentic by the 
governor or chief magistrate of the state or 
territory from whence the person. so 
charged has fled, it shall be the duty of 
the executive authority of. the state or ter- 
ritory to which such person has fied to 
cause him to be arrested and secured, and 
cause notice of the arrest to be given to the 
executive authorty making such demand, 
or to the agent of such authority appointed 
to receive the fugitive, and to cause the 
fugitive to be delivered to such agent when 
he shall appear. 

A close reading of these two extracts 
makes it plain that the person extradit- 
ed must be a fugitive from justice who 
has fled from the state demanding his 
arrest. Now Mr. Flagler is not a fugi- 
He has not fled from 
Texas, because he was never in that 
state. The most important element of 
-an extradition case is, therefore, lack- 
ing, and. Gevernor Mitchell has acted 
properly in revoking the warrant for 
Mr. Flagler’s extradition.

The appeal is worthy of the _big- 
hearted man from whom it comes, and 
the respokse is worthy of the people who 
made it. Georgia’s answer is prompt 
and generous, and it is hearty and sym- 
pathetic. 

In no other way can our people better 
show their gratitude to the providence 
which has blessed them with abundant 
crops than by ditiding their Dountiful 
stores with those who are on the verge 
of famine. 

The supplies which Georgia is pre- 
paring’ to send to Nebraska will get 
there probably when they are most 
needed, and they will carry gladness 
and comfort to many a farmhouse on 
the frozen prairies. It is to be hoped 
that the Nebraskans will soon recover 
from their misfortunes, aid get ahead 
when the next crop season ends. 


Without a Parallel. 

Some months ago Mr. Hall, standing 
on North Carolina soil, shot and kilied 
Mr. Bryson, who was standing in 
Tennessee, just across the state line. 

Hall was tried and convicted in North 
Carolina. On appeal this was reversed 
because “in contemplation of law” Hall 
was in Tennessee, where his victim was 
killed. He was then arrested as a fu- 
gitive from justice. The judge of the 
‘circuit court refused to order his dis- 
charge, but on appeal the supreme court 
decided that he must be discharged be- 
cause he was not in Tennessee when 
the killing was done. A Raleigh spe- 


cial says: 

Justice Clark dissents (Justice McRae 
joining in the dissent) on the ground that 
if, in contemplation of law, Hall was in 
Tennessee at the time of the killing, so 
that he cannot be tried in North Carolina, 
in the same contemplation of law he must, 
Tennessee, but in 
North’ Carolina. He Says: “If a 
-mob occupying the Jersey’ side of 
the Hudson should shell the city of New 
York, or from the opposite side of the 
Delaware should cannonade Philadelphia, 
under the decision of the court they would 
bé liable to no punishment in New Jersey 
because ‘in contemplation of law’ the mobs 
Were in New York and Pennsylvania. Bgt 
if itis t®ue, as contended by counsel, that 
the members of the mob cannot be extra- 
dited because the mob was never in those 
cities, it would be a singular state of things 
and would place these cities, as well as 
Savannah, Memphis, St. Louis, Louisville, 
@incinnati and hundreds of other border 
towns at the mercy of any mob which 
might assemble with weapons of long range 
across the state line. 

“Civilized man must recoil from the prac- 
tical ruling that the territory adjacent to 
the state boundaries ts a “no man’s land,” 
and that murder is privileged if commutted 
-gcross a state line.’’ 

The. two dissenting judges were 
guided by common sense and justice, 
but the other three judges stuck to the 
strict letter of the law.

The only thing to do now is to send 
a sheriff after Bryson and have him 
fined for contempt of court for his fraud 
and fiise pretense in causing a man to 
be tried for his murder.

Crimes of Last Year. 

In 1894, in this country, there were 
4,912 suicides, an increase of nearly 500 
over the suicides of the year previous. 

Last year 9,800 persons died by vio- 
lence, 3,285 more than in ’ninety-three. 
Only 132 persons were hanged, and 
ninety-one of these were in the south, 
most of them being negroes. 

There were 190 lynchings last year, 
166 of them being in the south, accord- 
ing to The Chicago Tribune’s record. 
The total is smaller than that of ’ninety- 
three. which was smaller than that of 
the year before. 

The Tribune also gives these startling 
figures: 

The embezzleménts and defalcations in 
the United States during the last year 
amount to the largest total of any year 
Since 1878, when The Tribune began re- 
porting them in annual summary. The 
aggregate is $25,234,122, being 26 per cent 
greater than the $19,929,692 reported for 1893, 
and 14 per cent greater than the $22,154,000 
reported for 1884, which was the largest 
Since 1878 till it was surpassed last year. 
The number of embezzlements was 629. Of 
these 44 were for sums more than $50,000 
and less than $100,000 each, s7 for more than 
$100,000 and less than $500,000 each, 4 for 
more than $500,000 and less than a million 
each, and 4 each of which exceeded a 
million dollars. The largest month’s record 
in the year was tke $4,600,000 of August, 
and the smallest the $677,047 for October. 
The greatest aggregate of embezzlements 
for any one state was the $9,147,379 for New 
York, and the least reportéd was the $2,500 
for Florida, but the record is clear for 
Nevada, Arizona, the District of Columbia 
and South Carolina. 

The amount embezzled last year was 
the largest ever reported in our history, 
and it would seem that the penalties of 
the law no longer frighten those who 
are tempted or driven to steal. 

Altogether, it is a pretty black record, 
but there some comfort in The 
Tribune's statement that for three years 
the number -of hangings has 
steadily grown smaller.

SOME GEORGIA STORIES. 


The Albany Herald says that there is no 
place on the face of the globe where a sen- 
sible, thrifty and industrious negro can 
get a home upon more favorable terms and 
work out his own independence with more 
eave and certainty than in southwest Geor- 
gia. Lands are cheap, and with proper 
cultivation can be made to pay for them- 
selves directly. And the megro has this 
great advantage over the white man—an 
advantage which nature gave him to en- 
able him to live in his native country; he 
can live the year round in the fertile 
swampy regions of that section and enjoy 
good health. He is exempt from ail the 
malarious diseases which white pecple are 
liable to contract in the swamp and pond 
regions. And so he can live on his farm 
with his family, and the larger his family 
the more help he will have to plant, culti- 
vate and gather his crops. There are a 
number of negroes in Dougherty county 
who now own their own farms and are in- 
dependent. Those who have been willing 
to work and economize have found it easy 
to buy lands and pny for them. Under 
such favorable conditions there is no rea- 
scn why the negro should not grow rich 
in southwest Georgia; for, when it comes to 
farming and living at home, he has a de- 
cided advantage over the white man in 
the most fertile regions of the country. 


The farmers of southwestern Georgia are 
not only growing so much corn that they 
have a surplus to ship to the west, but are 
going into tobacco culture on a large scale 
as well. The Americus Times-Recorder, 
which has been investigating the subject, 


reports: 

“The Georgia Southern and Florida rail- 
road sold on Thursday last to a North Car- 
Olina tobacco factoty 20,000 pounds of to- 
bacco raised at Cycloneta farm, which is 
owned and operated by the Georgia South- 
ern and Florida road.

WILL NOT INCREASE IT. 


The Report Denied That the Beer Tax 
Was to Be Raised. 


Washington, January 3,—Leading mexi- 
bers of the house committee on ways ahd 
means deny the report that a bill will soon 
be reported from that committee increasing 
the tax on beer from $1 to $2 a barrel, A 
suggestion to this effect was made while 
the Wilson tariff bill was in process of in- 
cubation, but the brewers opposed it on the 
ground that beer was the ‘poor man’s 
drink.” and ought not, therefore, to be in- 
creased in price. The committee, generally, 
favored the proposition, but it was felt 
that revenues provided by the bill would be 
sufficient to meet the expenditures of the 
government and that an increased tax on 
beer was unnecessary. 

Secretary Carlisle and Assistant Secretary 
Hamlin gave a hearing today to New York 
sugar importers, who desire a change in the 
statements contained in invoiced imported 
sugar so aw to make the value of invoiced 
sugar correspond with subsequent polari- 
scopic tests. The difficutly in making the 
practice conform to the law was discussed 
in an off-hand way for two hours and at the 
conclusion a better understanding of the 
matter was shown to exist on both sides. 
Secretary Carlisle said he was disposed to 
do everything he could to smooth over the 
difficulties complained of. He promised to 
give the subject grave consideration and if . 
it was possible to adjust the matter with- 
out congressional legislation, he would ao it.

The falling off in revenues, as shown by 
collegtions for four months under the new 
tariff law, has attracted the watention of 
senators, and there appears to be a move- 
ment on. foot to do something that will, in 
a measure at least, correct this evil. Sena- 
tor Jones, of Arkansas, has revived discus- 
sion of the proposition he advanced during 
the consideration of the tariff bill in com- 
mittee, and hopes to see the law amended 
in the internal revenue feagure so as to 
increase the tax on beer from $1 to $2 per 
barrel. This action would at once increase 
the revenues by $30,000,000 per year. 

Mr. Jones is earnestly in favor of this 
proposition, and the matter is being quietly 
discussed among democratic se rs. The 
proposition looking to this end in the 
near future is not among the improbabili- 
ties.

Mr. Gordy was the last democratic repre- 
sentative from Chattahoochee. The county 
is now represented by a populist. 

The appointment is regarded as a strong 
one for the party. 


MAKES A STATEMENT. 


Captain Ponder Tells How the Short- 
age with the Societies Occurred. 

The story in yesterday’s Constitution, 
telling of the shortage in the accounts of 
Captain J. M. Ponder, was the cause of 
great comment throughout the city, and 
especially among the brotherhood of secret 
organizations, 

Captain Ponder’s record and his years of 
usefulnesg with the orders which he rep- 
resented caused no one to doubt his sincer- 
ity. The members of the Golden Chain, 
Woodmen of the World and National Union 
are loath to believe that it was anything 
more than an unlucky irregularity in his 
accounts. 

The exact amount of the shortage has not 


yet been determined, but it is said that itt 


will amount to $2,500. 

Captain Ponder was seen in his office, 26 
East Alabama, yesterday afternoon. He 
was busy checking off his accounts with the 
different orders and getting the affairs in 
shape to make his reports. 

“it will be only a question of a few 
weeks,’’ he said, “before I make the whole 
amount good. I regret the affair, of course, 
more than I can say. Here is a statement 
l have prepared for the press. I have noth- 
ing more to say; 

“I have been the collecting officer for 
several fraternal societies for many years 
and have enjoyed the confidence of the offi- 
cers and members to such an extent that 
I was allowed to collect the dues and as- 
sessments and pay out the same. This con- 
tinued for many years. I kept only one 
bank account, depositing the money of the 
different fraternal societies and my own 
money to my credit. I also advanced the 
payment of quite a number of members in 
order to keep them in good standing and 
secure their families in the event of death. 

“I called the attention of the officers of 
the societies myself to the shortage. In 
checking up my books I found that I did 
not have money enough on hand to settle 
according to the amount shown to be due by 
the books. Whether there are clerical ef- 
rors or not 1 cannot say just now. I will 
employ an expert and the societies have 
employed auditing committees to make a 
thorough examination, 

“In the meantime I have resigned my 
office in every one of the three societies. 
Other officers have been elected and every 
thing will move along as usual. There will 
be no loss to the individual members of the 
orders in Atlanta, as all of the assessments 
have gone’ forward as promptly as usual 
to the supreme officers. This is purely a 
l@al matter, affecting no other lodges ex- 
cept these three in Atlanta to any serious 
extent, and each lodge of each order can 
easily stand the loss, if any. Of course, as 
soon as the books are checked up and the 
actual loss known I propose to ‘provide for 
a settlement as soon as possible. I have a 
good business, good health and good friends 
and am familiar with active business life. 
he future will prove that I am square and 
honest to every obligation.’’ 

The loss to the National Union, which, it 
is said, will amount to nearly $800, will be 
fully covered by the bond of Mr. Ponder. 
This was taken out in a guarantee compa- 
ny for $1,000, ¢ 

The loss to the Order of the Golden Chain 
has not yet been ascertained, Captain Pon- 
per will make his report to this order ih 
a short while. This afternoon at 5 o’clock 
Water Oak Camp No. 2, of the Woodmen of 
the World will hold a meeting in the office 
of Mr. A. C. Wooley, in the Gate City bank 
building.

THOUGHT TOBE THE SNATCH THIEF 


He Led a Marked Career for Six Weeks, 
and Got Away with the Purses of 
Masy Ladies. 


There is an individual in the station 
house with a record. Ho wears a. light 
gray overcoat buttoned close up to the 
chin and a tattered wool hat _ pulied 
so far down that it hides half of his 
sable countenance. He has the appearance 
of being in a trance—a kind of somnain- 
bulistic stupor and hig language is made up 

f inarticulate grunts. 

7 His innate depravity and stolid indiffer- 
ence to everything in the world except 
ladies with money bags in their hands 
caused him to be considered the head of 
an —_ gang which has operated ex- 
tensivély 

To the members of the gang he is known 
as “Sleepy.” To the detectives he is known 
as “the south side snatch thief.” If he is 
the man his misdeeds are as numberless 
as the kinks on his wool-enshrouded cra- 
nium. 

His arrest was jalmost a matter of 
chance. It came about this way: : 

New Year’s night there were severa 
bold robberies on Whitehall street. Among 
the victims was Mr. 8. 8. Selig, a well- 
known commercial man, representing a 
Baltimore house. Mr. Selig had rented a 
store for the purpose of displaying the 
large amount of samples which he carried 
about. When he had emptied his huge 
trunks the contents filled all the counters 
in the room and it had the appearance of 
a wholesale store. 

During the day the place was filled with 
merchants who came to examine the 
samples. Mr. Selig was kept busy pointing 
out the different selections and giving 
prices on those articles which his patrons 
wished to order out. 

A young negro who had introduced him- 
self to Selig as Will Hall, but who it has 
since developed was none other than 
“Sleepy,” had the privilege of the store by 
reason of the fact that he had carried the 
drummer’s satchels. Monday evening Selig 
closed up, after a rushing day’s work. 

When he opened up next morning he was 
startled to see that the store was a scene 
of wild confusion and disorder., His sam- 
ples had been ruthlessly scattered in every 
direction and were piled up on all sides. 
This heterougeneous conglomeration caused 
the luckless drummer great alarm. He 
started out to investigate. It did not take 
him long to discover that he store had 
been burglarized during the night and a 
large quantity of his samples taken away. 
The matter was reported to the detectives 
at once. 

Rube Johnson and Shep Phinizy, two 
youthful culprits, were arrested yesterday. 
They confessed the crime and implicated 
two other negroes. They said that they 
had planned to rob the place and that Will 
Hall was the leader. 

Detective Wooten looked for Will Hall, 
alias “Sleepy.’’ After they had exhausted 
the search it was learned that a boy 
named Hall had been arrested the day be- 
fore for snatching oranges from a fruit 
stand. It proved to be the negro for whom 
they were searching. 

It was a revelation to the detectives when 
they saw him. Description after description 
of him had been entered by various vic- 
tims. His appearance suited them all. The 
officers are satisfied that he is the profes- 
sional snatch thief for whom they have 
been searching. 

If he igs the thief no less than twelve 
robberies on the highway have been done 
by him in the last six weeks. Purse after 
purse was snatched, and in séveral in- 
stances he used force to accomplish his 
theft. 

Mrs. Haden was his last victim. Two 
weeks ago he accosted her in the alley just 
in the rear of the custom house. She was 
knocked down and her purse grabbed. ln 
the fall she Wag badly hurt. 

The negro denies that he is the south 
side snatch thief, but the officers think 
they have strong evidence against him and 
will make an effort to have him identified 
by some of the ladies. ._

IN NEW ORLEANS 


TURNED LOOSE 


Full Story of the Trouble, as Told by 
Brooks to the New Orleans 
Authorities. 


"oe 


Chief Connolly last night telegraphed to 
Superintendent of Police Gaxter, of New 
Orleans, ordering the release of W. H. 
Brooks, who left Atianta Sunday and who 
was arrested in the Crescent City in the 
day following on a telegram from Atlanta. 

The parties who caused the, arrest of 
Brooks, the story of whose troubies has 
been given in The Constitution, failed to 
secure the proper requisition papers and 
last night it was decided to abandon the 
prosecution. Immediately after this Chief 
Connolly sent the telegram referred to above 
The case was one that excited pathetic in- 
terest, both in this city and in New Or- 
leans. Brooks was known to have enjoyed 
the record of an honest man at his home in 
Mullen county, and those who have known 
him were glad of the action taken last night. 

Sergeant Jennings, of the Atlanta police 
force, had made every preparation to go to 
New Orleans for Brooks and was to have 
left yesterday had the papers been secured. 
The New Orleans ‘Times-Democrat gives 


this interesting account of the case. 

“If all the people in this big city were 
asked today to tell with what feelings they 
ushered in the New Year none, in all proba- 
bility, could recount a more pathetic tale 
than William Ti. Brooks, of Georgia. From 
early dawn until long after noon yesterday 
those two vigilants of the detective force, 
Pecora and Dale, waited for his arrival. 
Unable to leave their posts they were com- 
pelled to satisfy the pangs of hunger with 
a New Year's repast that consisted of a 
ham sandwich and a cup of coffee, which 
was not talculated to make them feel any 
the more kindly toward the man they were 
waiting to arrest. And yet, when the be- 
lated train bearing the man finally drew 
up at the depot, the detectives, who have 
become callous on the subject of making 
arrests, actually wanted to be relieved of 
the task. 

‘There was no mistaking their man. The 
mere fact that he was more than six feet, 
two inches tall was a distinguishing trait 
that woulq have enabled any one to have 
picked him out. There in front of them, 
with his wife and six little children clus- 
tering about him, was their man. He wore 
a short, full beard streaked with gray, and 
his kindly face had a careworn look. When 
the officers finally told him that they had 
come to arrest him, the man was bewilder- 
ed. His wife shared his feeangs. They had 
left Georgia for Gainesville, Tex., and here 
in the middle of the journey the head*of 
the family was to be torn away from them. 
There was not much time for consulting 
plans. A rather depleted pocketbook for- 
bade the mother and her large family re- 
maining in the city until the, trouble in 
which her husband was interested should 
be settled. After a hurried consultation it 
was decided that she should go on to Texas 
with the little ones while he should be 
lugged off to jail. 

“Their parting was very pathetic. The 
mother did not know any one in the place 
she was going to, and she did not know 
when she would see her husband again, 
He was in the same quandary. It was the 
first time he had ever been in jail. He was 
wanted for contempt of court and larceny, 
but he says that he committed to cohtempt 
of court, and the only larceny he might be 
guilty of was a few debts that he had left, 
but which-he could not settle before leaving 
Georgia. All night the man sat is his cell 
unable to sleep, thinking of his family that 
was traveling in a strange country while 
he was held in a cell. 

“Brooks looks like an honest man, and 
tells a straight story. He says that he was 
the justice’ Of the peace for eight years fin 
the place he had left and was postmaster. 
A farmer by occupation, he recéntly opened 
a small country store, but it was unsuc- 
cessful, owtng to the fact that people to 
whom he advanced goods were not able to 
pay, and he left owing various creditors 
$450. “He had left his notes, which he intend- 
ed to redeem as soon as fortune favored 
him, and had left for Texas to seek his 
fortune. He did not léave secretly, but, on 
the contrary, his departure had been the 
talk of the community for weeks, and he 
was, therefore, the more indignant for be- 
ing held in this fashion. He will be given 
a preliminary examination today and will 
try to secure permission to travel onward 
and rejoin his family. 

“When seen at the station last night 
Brooks said: ‘I have been a farmer all my 
life, except two years that I sold goods. I 
live about twenty-eight miles north of At- 
lanta, with my wife ahd six children. 
I bought a good farm, which cost me $1,500. 
I had it well stocked and gvas getting along 


all right until these people I owe wanted | 


to sell me cut. I bought goods on credit 
and got in debt about $400. I 
Teasley $100, Jonn Silvy & Co. $150, Gram- 
ling & weg | $60, and the Scales To- 
bacco Company $120. When I learned that 
these people had sued me and would sell 
me out and leave me without a cent for 
my family to live on, I decided that it 
would be better for me to sell my farm at 
almost any price. I sold my farm for $900, 
but had to pay the mortgage on it, which 
was $700. 1 sold twd mules for $110 which 
cost me $250. I sold the farm about two 
weeks ago, and was going with my family 
to Gainesville, Tex. I told my creditors 
that I could not pay them, but if they would 
wait until I was able to make some money 
I would pay them, for I hed not the least 
idea of beating them out of their money. 
I thought it ‘was ail right and Sunday 
my family and [ left Atlanta for Texas. T 
did not know that the chief of police had 
telegraphed ahead to stop me, nail whee the 
detectives caught me this morning I did not 
know what to think of it. I told my wife 
to go on and get her a little house to stay 
in until I came. I don’: think they will 
carry me back to Georgia, and if they do I 
am pretty certain that I will come clear. 
I don’t see how they can prefer the charge 
of fugitive from justice against me, for I 
have never been in court in my life, and 
never having been in court the charge of 
contempt of court, which they say is agaitist 
me, I cannot undersfand. I am certain that 
I will come clear of any charge they have 
against me if I am taken back to Georgia 
for I have not violated the law in any

The Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union of Atlanta, 
in conference assembled, have provided 
against that. They have very promptly 
spoken their minds concerning the coming 
to this city of Mr. Breckinridge. They met 
yesterday and put their sentiments into the 
form of a resolution—a very emphatic doc- 
ument of disapproval. 

Mr. Breckinridge ig to lecture at the 
Edgewood Avenue theater tonight. He 
comes from Birmingham, where he lectured 
last night, and in which city he had a 
boycott to contend against. Night before 
last he lectured in Memphis, where there 
was also a boycott. In the latter city, how- 
ever, there were many ladies who took the 
side of thé congressman, and after the 
lecture he was given a reception by Mrs. 
Rees, a prominent society lady of that 


city. 

It has been expected for some days that 
the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union 
of this city would express emphatic disap- 
proval of Congressman Breckinridge’s visit, 
and the action yesterday was not a sur- 
prise. The ladies did not mince wordg in 
dealing with the matter, and, as they 
announce, the resolution was unanimously 


adopted. 

‘‘Bob Ingersoll is a much more respecta- 
ble man, in my opinion,” said Mrs. M. L. 
McClendon last night, “than W. C. P. 
Breckinridge. Mr. Ingersoll has never 
sought to make people think him other 
than he really is. The man who is to lec- 
ture here tonight hag proven himself a 
far greater infidel than Bob Ingersoll, and 
he should be suppressed.”’ 

Mrs. McClendon, who has for years been 
prominent in temperance work, and is the 
president of the Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union, announcé@d to the members 
of the union at a meeting yesterday the 
fact that Congressman Breckinridge would 
lecture here tonight. 

His coming and the reception that he 
should receive were all discussed. It was 
unanimously decided that the ‘“‘silver- 
tongued orator’’ deserved a reception so 
cold that the weather of the last few 
days would be as bright as summer com- 
pared to it. : 

The meeting was held in the basement of 
Trinity church, and at no time during 
the discussion was Mr. Breckinridge 
spared. He should not be recognized by 
the citizens of Atlanta, the ladies said, 
and then they adopted resolutions condemn- 
ingyhim and calling on the public to leave 
him severely alone. 

The resolutions say:

“We were just obliged to say some- 
thing,” said Mrs. McClendon, “for the 
ministers were too slow. They have said 
nothing about Breckinridge, while they 
have aired at great length their views on 
Ingersoll. 

“It began to look like he would come and 
lecture as any one would do and nothing 
be said about him. We felt that it was 
our duty, if the ministers had failed to 
do so, to say something and not let him 
go without showing our disapproval of 
his coming.’’ 

The man who has caused the ladies so 
much concern has been meeting with a 
like reception from various organizations 
composed of women in other cities, but he 
has kept his engagements in every city 
and will be here tonight. —

Several Atlantians Who Lose by the 
Recent Blizzard in Florida. 

There are a number of Atlanta people 

who will suffer losses from the recent unu- 


gually cold weather in Florida, that will 


be much more serious than was expected 
from the first reports. 

The weather in that state was colder 
last week than ever before in the history 
of the weather bureau. The damage to the 
orange crop was at first estimated at $6,000,- 
000. This is now considered a very low estti- 
mate and the indications are that it will 
far exceed these figures. 

Mr. Harvey Phillips, of Phillips & Crew, 
has an extensive grove near Ocala, and his 
crop not only for this year, but for next, is 
almost a total loss. He has a man in 
charge of it who has been in the business 
for years and he has written to Mr. Phil- 
lips that the entire crop has been killed. 

Many trees that had just begun to bear 
were killed and others that were stronger 
were so badly damaged that they will be 
useless for probably two years after this 
season. The man in charge of this grove 
writes that the same state of affairs exists 
over the entire state. 

The number of Alantians that own orange 
groves in Florida and have large sums 
invested in the enterprise is not small and 
the loss will be felt severely here. 

Mr. Marcellus Markham is the owner of 
a grove. Mr. F. M. Farley, the banker, the 
Hayden estate, Mr. Charley Maddox, Mr. 
James Banks, the Benjamin brothers are 
among those who will suffer from the freak 
of the weather.

The operation of the income tax began on 
the first day of January. 


This tax provides that every individual

per cent on the excess abo 

The law requires that 
be made to the proper officer empowered 
to collect the tax on or before the ist day 
of March and that all taxes on incomes 
shall be due and payable on or before the 
ist of July in each year. 

If an individual or corporation fails or 
refuses to make a return a penalty of 100 per 
cent will be added to the tax due. 

Every individual or corporation with an 
income exceéding $3,500 and less than $4,000 
is required to make a return to the revenue 
collector showing that he is not liable to be 
taxed. ; 

This in general is the substance of the 
income tax as it will operate during the 
coming year. 

State, municipal and county incomes are 
not included. Institutions of charity are also 
privileged.

The Iron Trade. 


Cleveland, O., January 3.~—The Iron Trade 
Review today says: ‘“‘What is or ia not done 
in iron and steel in the last week of an old 
year and the first week ofanew one does 
not signify so much as the indications as 
to future business that are at such times 
most closely scanned. There may be more of 
hope than of prophecy in the general conii- 
dence expressed that the new year isto be 
one of enlarged demand; but the reason for 
this belief still holds good as most of the 
inquiry applied to ‘the railroads that as 
imperative requirements -have not been 
sent in they soon must be. Wage statistics 
and railroad earnings statements concur ‘in 
showing improvements over 1893, with con- 
tinuing, though lessening decline from 1892. 
A greater aggregate of wages is being paid 
industrial establishments than at the same 
time one year ago, and all the comparisons 
that go back twelve months show a gradual 
advance to heavy consumption. It is no- 
where believed that the railroads can go 
through another year with purchases of 
less than three quarters of a million tons 
of rails for both new mileage and renewals 
yet the immediate developments as to rail 
contracts are no more promising than a 
month ago. In active business through the 
holiday week the east appears to lead with 
Chicago and the central west quiet in most 
lines. Philadelphia inquiries received both 
in raw and finished materials indicate that 
January will exceed expectations. Eastern 
furnaces are holding prices steadily, and 
have accumulated a little stock. The No- 
vember increase in coke iron stocks in west- 
ern Pennsylvania and eastern Ohio furnace 
yards are responsible for the weakness evi- 
denced in those sections, at least for the 
fortnight, with bessemer selling at $10 to 
$10.50;at Pittsburg—admittedly cost for some 
furnaces. The run.of foundry iron buyirnz 
in.early December has been followed by a 
lull.in the central west, with some prices 
named here and there on the little business 
up, that would ordinarily stagger. belief. 
Yet in the eastern .and western selling cen- 
ters the lines have been held with much 
more firmness. In finished material the east 
reports two large plate contracts. Other 
good business is pending, and the ship 
yards are counted on for some January 
buying. Structural developments in eastern 
cities, particularly New York and Boston, 
have been encouraging and mills west of the 
Allegheny are not likely to stand too stiffly 
on prices when the work is given out. Billets 
have been weaker at Pittsburg, and the 
shading of $15 is reported the past week, 
but it is known that even a modern mill 
only entertains such a proposition to bridge 
over the uneasiness following the holidays. 
Bar iron men east of the mountains are 
getting together to stop the elimination of 

exas and to put the trade on a bare-footing, 
something the western manufacturers have 
been unable yet to accomplish.

The Southern Passengr Association is 
a consolidated body ae representatives 
‘of twenty-five of the le@ing railroad sys- 
tems of the south and ¥as organized for 
their mutual] interest, $e purpose being 
to have a means of ageeing upon rates 
and to prevent indiscriminate cutting and 
slashing of them. The fitention and ex- 
pectation of the organi@fs of the associa- 
tion has been realized t the extent that 
the organization has come to be considered 
indispensable to the railmeds, having saved 
and made them milliong®of dollars by the 
establishment and maint@ance of rates. 

Before its erganizatioa the railroads of 
the south were constantly warring among 
each other and the busifess wag reduced 
to almost a cat and dog fight, rates be- 
ing cut until they yielded practically no 
revenue whatever to the roads. 

The competitign among them was so 
great that it was found necessary to 
adopt a means of prevention of the ruina- 
tion of rates, and on December 2, 1885, a 
meeting of the officials of the different 
roads was held, which resulted in the or- 
ganization of the Southern Passenger Asso- 
ciati on the 16th of the follewing Oc- 
tober, making it something over eight 
years old at the present time.”

made its entire collayse a mere question of 
days between now and January 15th. 

It was learned yesterday that the pres- 
sent trouble began at a meeting of the ar- 
bitration committee of the association, 
held in New York last September, at which 
meeting the Queen and Crescent railroad 
filed a notice of withdrawal from the as- 
sociation. That action was explained by 
the representatives of that line, who stat- 
ed, owing to the violation of the associa- 
tion rate agreement by another live mem- 
ber of it, the Queen and Crescent had lost 
hope of securing business legitimately. The 
violation of the agreement was alleged to 
have consisted of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad, a mpeting line, carrying 
about 900 passengers, bound for the Knights 
of Pythas convention, at Washington, at 
less than the authorized rates. 

The passengers came from Texas through 
‘the New Orleans gateway and were hauled@ 
by the Louisville and Nashville, as stated, 
at less than authorized rates while all the 


‘other gateways were closed to business ex- 


cept at rates properly announced. 

Owing to that violation of the agreement 
the Queen and Crescent representative 
stated that at the expiration of the time

the situation became alarming, and the con- 
sternation in the Southern Passenger Asso- 
ciation headquarters was great. 

The expiration of the six months’ notice 
of the Plant lines will be on June 30th, and 
that of the Georgia railroad on July ist. 

Southern Passenger Association circulars, 
announcing the notice of withdrawal of 
these last four lines, will be printed and 
sent out today, being the first information 
published of the tact, except as contained in 
this column. 


There now remains in the association 
eleven of the twenty-five systems of the 
association which have not given notice 


that they would withdraw, the principal 
ones being the eastern, western and Georgia 
Pacific systems of the Southern Railway 
Company, the Atlanta and Wes+ Point, the 
Atlantic Coast Line, the Central Railroad 
of Georgia and the Jacksonville, St. Augus- 
tine and Indian River railway. 

When the news of the general collapse 
becomes known, however, it is expected 
that several others, if not all of the eleven, 
will follow their competitors’ action and 
pull out of the association. 

That was the situation of the Southern 


Passenger Association yesterday, and only 
a few men could be found who had any 
hope that it would be changed for the bet- 
ter, the general belief being that despite 
all efforts which will be made in New York, 
collapse is certain. 

Major E. B. Stahlman, commissioner of 
the association, and Colcnel M. Slaughter, 
assistant commissioner, were seen yester- 
day, and both frankly admitted that the as- 
sociation was in a bad way. 

Major Stahlman said, however, that he 
believed that the association would be re- 
organized and would survive the shock it 
has just received, he belieVing that there 
was enough conservatism and good judg- 
ment among the management of the rail- 
roads belonging to the association to main- 
tain it. 

“Those in authority in the association 
have endeavored to conduc; iis affairs to 
the advantage of all concerned,’’ said Major 
Stahiman, “and if its members are not 
satisfied and should desire to disband the 
association, We cannot nor would not try 
to preveny it.’’ 

The commissioner felt confident that there 
would be a full meeting in New York on 
the loth, and that the association would 
live, even with the loss of some members. 

Assistant commissioner of the association, 
Colonel Slaughter, said that as the majority 
or nearly all of the lines gave no reasons 
for their notice of withdrawal, it would be 
impossible to predict what the result would 
be, but that he had hopes that the effort 
which will be made at the New York meet- 
ing to have the notices canceled would be 
successful.

Is What President Mayer Says About 
the Baltimere and Ohio. 
Baltimore, Md., January 3.—President 
Charles F. Mayer, of the Galtimore and 
Ohio Railread Company, has broken his 
long silence in reference to the rumors re- 
lating to his company’s financial condition, 
‘and makes a sweeping denial that the prop- 
erty is in any way affected.

RATES ON ORANGES, 


The Clyde Line Cuts and Others Will 
Follow Suit. 

Jacksonville, Fla,, January 3.—(Special.)— 
In view of the enormous injury sustained by 
the orange growers of Florida, the transpor- 
tation companies and their outside connec- 
tion in the north and west have been’ for 
the past three days considering the mat- 
ter of a reduction of freight rates on fruit 
and vegetables. They all realize that they 
cannot afford to take the risk of transport- 
ing damaged fruit, the great bulk of which 
will not bring enough to: pay the freight 
charges and a reduction in rates seems to 
be the only solution of the problem. 

The Clyde line is the first to commence a 
reduction. It announced this morning that 
it would carry oranges to New York and 
Philadelphia for 17% per box, a reduction 
of 50 per cent from 35 cents, the old rate, 
but this freight must be paid in advance 
in every instance. No fruit will be forward- 
ed with the charges to collect. This evening 
the Savannah, Florida and Western railroad 
met this cut and all the other lines will 
probably follow suit as fast as they hear 
from their connections.

Sheriff Phillips, of Jasper, was in At- 
lanta yesterday with a very bread smile.

in one hand and slapped his portly thigh 
with the other. 

“Gee whizz! but ain’t that good? Didn't 
we snow ’em under. Old Jasper’s all right. 
She's true blue. Here’s the telegram I 
got. Democrats 500 and the populists 1. 
That’s all we could give ‘em down there— 
just one vote.’”’ 

The jolly sheriff slapped his thigh again 
and laughed a Jong, sonorous laugh. It 
gave him notice that for the tenth time 
he had been elected to the office, and he 
was happy. 

Several weeks ago Sheriff Phillips figured 
in the most exciting and unusual scene of 
its kind in the history of the state.

The fact that 
the negro had been doomed to die did not 
appease their wrath. They burned for the 
man’s blood. 

It was just after the rapist had been 
sentenced. The clerk was preparing to cal 
the next case. Judge Jenkins was on the 
bench and Sheriff Phillips sat near py 
guarding the prisoner. Suddenly the tear 
door was burst in. A wild mob of men 
rushed in. The crowded courtroom was 
turned into a scerfe of riot. The officers 
were overpowered. The prisoner was drag: 
ged out and swung up just outside of the 
city.

Commissioners Spalding and Adair 
Favor the Same Pian. 


ALL THREE TALK OF THE NEW JAIL 


‘The People Have Not Voted Against the 
Building ofa New Prison—They Sim- 
Ply Do Not Desire Bonds. 


The jail bonds received the treatment to 
which they have become accustomed at 
Wednesday’s election, but there will be 
a new jail and by a direct tax. . 

Every member of the county commis- 
sion is in favor of this method, so it is more 
than probable that this year will see the 
beginning of a new jail. 

The present jall, especially in the winter 
months, is a perfect black hole, It is in a 
worse condition now than ever before. Four 


years ago the grand jury declared that 


the jail was too small and was absolutely 
unfit for human beings to remain in. 

The report was exceedinly complete 
and pointed out the various defects in the 
sanitation and the building proper. The 
county commissioners took it up, but no 
action was taken uptil about two yeurs 
ago. An effort was made to put out bonds, 
but the people did not want the money 
raised in that way. 

In the meantime the various grand juries 
visited the jail and found that its condition 
was growing worse and worse. The re- 
ports showed the jail to be in a condition 
bordering on horrible. Money was appro- 
priated by the commissioners to remedy a 
few of the most glaring needs and it was 
patched up. Other grand juries came along 
and denounced the jail as a disgrace to 
civilization; as a pesthole; as unfit for oc- 
cupancy. 

A second effort was made by the commis- 
sioners to have a jail built by the bond 
plan, but again the people failed to vote the 
requisite two-thirds majority in favor of 
the bonds.. In the meantime, four years 


from the first report, Fulton county has 
increased in population at a-marvelous rate 


and the increase in the number of criminals | 


has corresponded. The jail was built twen- 
ty-five years.ago, when there was about 
40,000 people in Fulton county..Now there 
are at least 150,000 people. 

The population has nearly quadrupled 
itself, but ‘the accommodations for the 
prisoners have not been changed except 
by an addition, which is given up entirety 
to-United States prisoners. It is not the 
end of the law that because a man is uc- 
cused or convicted of a crime that he 
is to be ill-treated or abused or that he 
is to be confined where his life will be 
in jeopardy on account of the unhealthy 
condition.of his place of imprisonment. 


Soon after the bonds were defeated last 


year the condition of the. jail was such 
that the county commissioners had 
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appropriate another sum of money for |

patch work. This bettered the condition but 
little, and the grand jury reported again 
that the jail was unworthy of Fulton 
county and should be torn down for an- 
other and better one. The county com- 
missioners—the old board—were every one 
in favor of a new jail and thought that the 
most desirable medium wouid be bonds. 
An election was to occur un January 2, 
1894, and they declared for another election 
on the question of jail bonds, all the 
members, including those who are serving 
this year, stating that it would, be the last 
time this question would. be, put. before 
the people. , 

The result of the bond election on last 
Wednesday is a matter of record. The 
bonds did not receive one-sixth of the 
registered vote. 3 

How the Defeat Is Construed. 

The county commissioners do not con- 
strue the vote on the bonds as meaning 
that the people do not want a new jail. 
The new jail is a necessity and the vote 
against the bonds does not remove that 
fact. The vote was not one for or against 
a new jail. There has.not been a dissenting 
voice to the proposition that a new jail 
is necessary. 

There are two methods by which money 
for a new jail could be raised and both:of 
these were open to the county commission- 
ers. One Was through the medium of bonds 
and the other by a direct tax. The bonds 
could not be issued without first giving 
the people an opportunity to say whether 
or not they wanted them. After the qucs- 
tion was thoroughly discussed the board de- 
cided that the easiest and most satisfactory 
method of securing the money was by 
means of bonds, : ; 

It was decided that the amount of bonds 
shouldbe $150,000, bearing interest at 4% 
per cent. At the end of the first twenty 
years it was provided that $15,000 per year 
of bonds should be withdrawn so that at 
the end of thirty years every bond would 
have been retired and not one mill of 
extra tax have been placed upon the 
people. The bonds are not satisfactory to 
the people and they voted them down. 

The Jail Will He Built. 

The county commissioners have deter- 
mined to build a jail and conceive it as their 
duty to raise the money for that purpose. 

There remains but one method and that 
is the direct tax. Every member of the 
board that has expressed himself is in 
favor of a jail and three out of five of them 
have come out squarely for a direct tax 
and an immediate start on the jail. 

With all these indications it is safe to 
say that there will be a new jail commenced 
before October ist of this year. It is pos- 
sible that it may be contracted for and be- 
gun earlier than this, but Chairman Collier 
is rather of the opinion that it may not be 
done until fall. 

Chairman Collier for Direct Tax. 

‘The new jail igs an absolute necessity,” 
said Chairman Collier yesterday afternoon. 
“The bonds have been defeated but it is 
no more than I expected. The bond elec- 
tion is so surrounded by legal points that it 
is nearly impossible to get an expression of 

e real opinion of the people. For instance, 

requires a two-thirds majority of the 
qualified voters. If every mau voted in 
favor of the bonds and there were two votes 
less than a two-thirds majority cast the 
bonds would be lost. This is the law, though 
it does appear unfair on the surface. 

‘The grand juries have been condemning 
the present jail for several years. There is 
no doubt in my mind but that it is realiy 
a disgrace to Fulton county or any other 
county. Fulton county. has.outgrown the 
present jail; I refer simply to size. .. The 
yentilation, sanitation and .sleeping accom- 
modations of the present jail are painfully 
inadequate to the demands upon them. A 
new jail has been an absolute necessity for 

“ft am in favor of starting a new jail to- 
morrow if such a thing were possible. I 
am in favor of a directtax for the pur- 
pose of building the jail. I believe that 
we can arrange with some big jail building 
firm to build: one ‘and accept the pay in 
three parts with a year’s time between each 
pa. t. This would make fhe tax levy 
lighter that it would be to put it all on 
have to wait 

closed in September, 
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of one. The defeat of the jail bonds will 
mean nothing as to the building of a new 
jail or the necessity of.one. It simply shows 
that the people do not care to have bonds 
issued for the purpose of building a jail. 

“The necessity exists and, as a county 
commissioner, i; is my duty to see that a 
remedy is applied. There is another means 
of raising money for a new jail and that 
is by a direct tax. I am in favor of a 
direct tax. I will vote fer it when it comes 
up before the board for action. A new 
jai! must be built and will be built this 
year.”’ 

Comntiissioner Adair’s Splendid Views 

The youngest member of the new board is 
Commissioner Forrest Adair, Who is among 
the very first of Atlanta’s enterprising bus- 
iness men. He has seen the necessity for 
a new jail and regrets the defeat of the 
bonds. 

“T am most assuredly in favor of a new 
jail,” said Commissioner Adair. ‘The de- 
feat of the bonds will mean to me that the 
people do not desire to build the jail with 
bonds. If a direct tax is the only other 
recourse I am in favor of the direct tax and 
want to see a new jail just as soon as pos- 
siblee: 
exposition month, but if that is im- 
possible I want to see one just as soon as 
the arrangements can be made. A direct 
tax may be the best means of building the 
jail after all.’’ 

Commissioner Brown Has a Plan. 

“I have not made up my mind as to the 
direct tax for a new jail,’’ said Commis- 
sioner Brown, “but I have a plan which I 
think is a good one. The city and the 
county should combine and build a magnifi- 
cent building for a county jail and a court- 
house and city hall—all in one. It would 
be a amguiticent affair and would be in 
keeping with the city and county. 

“it would stir up real estate and put a 
great many people to work. The city has 
not completed its bond rate and could issue 
bonds right away. I think that this can 
be easily carried out.’’ 

Total Vote in the County. 

The vote by wards was published in 
yesterday’s paper, but the country pre- 
cIncts: were not. The retu were made 
yesterday and give a total * votes for 
each candidate in the twelV¥@ cduntry pre- 
cincts, except Sheriff Barnes, who received 
223. The vote for the bonds was 203 and 
25 against them.
